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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted apparatus claims 55-59 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the method invention originally elected for examination for 
the following reasons: In this case the apparatus can be used for processes such as 
dispensing with laser illumination. The search required for the apparatus is not 
coextensive with the search required for the method. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 55-59 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 43-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 
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Claim 43 describes (line 11) "to fire the first droplets and the second droplet", 
however the specification does not provide clear support for a fire step of the droplets 
because the droplets have been changed to some sort of deposited material which 
earlier had been in droplet form. Claim 43 describes (line 11) "forming a conductive 
film", however the specification only describes "film" as material which covers functional 
particles. 

Claim 45 describes (line 7) "to fire the first droplet", however the specification 
does not provide clear support for a fire step of the droplets because the droplets have 
been changed to some sort of deposited material which earlier had been in droplet form. 
Claim 45 describes (line 8) "forming a conductive film", however the specification only 
describes "film" as material which covers functional particles. The dependent claims 
inherently contain the new subject matter of the base claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 43-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of USPN 6,531 ,191 to Notenboom. AAPA 
describes (Specification Description of the Related Art, pp. 1 and 2) well known droplet 
deposition and laser treatment. Notenboom describes (column 3, lines 40-57) laser 
evaporation means for obtaining a thin layer or particles and describes subsequent 
laser sintering means "by means of a more powerful laser". Notenboom show (Figure 
1f, 1 g) applying a second layer of drops at a junction of two first layer drops. The 
instant claimed droplet spacing would have been obvious at the time applicant's 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art because the non- 
contacting droplets provide a smaller conductive line. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground (s) of rejection.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US20050023656, USPN 7,062,849, USPN 6,156,646, USPN 
6,365,514, USPN 5,363,794, USPN 6,673,388, USPN 4,301,592, JP362004884A, 
JP02000315654A describe depositing plural layers.
